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The Vogue of the Ghost Story 


By Joseph Lewis French 


Author of “The Best Ghost Stories’ (Modern Library, Liveright), “Masterpieces of 
Mystery” (Doubleday) and “Great Ghost Stories’ (Dodd, Mead) 


HE late Professor James H. Hyslop 
was wise in his generation in more 
ways than‘one; he at one time occu- 
pied the chair of logic at Columbia; altho 
he will be best remembered as the most 
sincere and efficient psychic investigator, as 


the head of the 
American Society 
for Psychical Re- 
search, that this 


country has thus far 
produced. Dr. 
Hyslop once said to 
me in the course of 
conversation that 
the ghost story 
would always per- 
sist, always be a 
favorite form with 
writers of real tal- 
ent, “for the simple 
reason that it im- 
posed absolutely no 
limit on the imagi- 
nation.” He used 
these very words 
afterwards in the 
preface to my book, 
“Great Ghost-Stories” (Dodd, Mead & 
Co.) I think so far as the creator is con- 
cerned it sums up the “whole story,” and 
it only remains to add that this cannot be 
said of any other kind of literary produc- 
tion. 

In the ghost story alone can the writer 
range the empyrean unhampered. And, 
since he found this out less than a quarter 





of a century ago, his public has been grow- 
ing until now the ghost story is frankly 
accepted at its face value and often attains 
a high plane of literary art. Indeed, quite 


often there are those—and they are good 
judges, 


claim that the real 
masterpiece of both 
Henry James and 
Marion | Crawford 
is in this genre; in 
the case of the 
former, “The Turn 
of the Screw” of 
the latter, “The 
Upper Berth,” both 
long short stories. 
Regarding the 
ghost story, it may 
as well be stated at 
once, offhand, that 
the universal para- 
do x persists — in- 
deed, was never 
more strikingly il- 
lustrated—the ghost 
must be real. It is 
this quality of real- 
ism that in every 
instance determines the standard of the 
story. The most unsubstantial of things, 
a creation of pure spirit, must take on the 
form and substance of actual verity. The 
story that succeeds in this to the greatest 
degree is the unforgettable one. That 
is the test. The most unforgettable 
type of story taken as a whole is the 
ghost-story, simply because it-is so com- 


too—who 
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pact of that most interesting of all ele- 
ments, mystery. We turn toward it in the 
chambers of memory from time to time for 
the sheer delight of the shudder it gives 
us. ‘He who has not known terror,” re- 
marked Christopher Morley recently, “has 
not lived.” We enjoy terror most in the 
cosy embrace of our own firesides, and this 
the ghost story gives us as no other type 
of story can. 

Who wrote the first ghost story? As I 
have remarked in the preface to one of my 
volumes of ghost stories, it was probably 
the first form of tale that was invented. 
The cave-man, compact of superstitions, 
had terrible dreams. Visions and appari- 
tions were his constant companions. Of 
these he often told his mate by signs and 
rude elementary speech. ‘The first written 
ghost story is a beautiful one told in 
classic terms by Pliny the Younger in a 
letter to a friend. It is certainly not the 
greatest ghost story ever written. It ex- 
presses doubt and asks the friend at the 
end for his hypothesis. But it is a beauti- 
ful ghost story, none the less, and I advise 
everyone to read it. Ghost literature, like 
the early sea literature, persisted in more 
or less legendary form for centuries, and 
the accounts of those who had “seen” a 
ghost or heard the tale afterwards are em- 
bedded in old tombs devoted to the super- 
natural superstitions. 

Any time you drop into a very old li- 
brary—there are a few in this country— 
ask for any old yellowing parchment-bound 
volumes of the fifteenth or sixteenth cen- 
turies of almost any kind, even a religious 
treatise, and you are sure to unearth ghosts 
aplenty. People believed in them when 
there was no definite literature about them, 
and, when they finally ceased to believe in 
them, the literature came, as if the ghost 
would not down. ‘Tales of haunted houses 
and occasional “apparitions” of public im- 
portance, like the celebrated “Cock Lane 
Ghost” which Dr. Johnson solemnly went 
to call upon, had always persisted and at 
last came Mrs. Anne Radcliffe and took 
up the-matter seriously. Her “Castle of 
Otranto,” published about the end of the 
eighteenth century, was the first long 
story that was written about ghosts. It 
found a public ready and waiting. Mrs. 
Radcliffe’s fame will never die, altho only 
sixty years ago in one of his “Roundabout 
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Papers” Thackeray indulged in a joke at 
the expense of what he calls “her exploded 
old ghosts.” Hers were the orthodox 
kind; they always haunted the ancestral 
halls of the aristocracy and appeared in 
white apparel—a sheet presumably—and 
the clanking of their chains was invariably 
heard. It was an easy theme. A noble 
lord, chained for years in a dark dungeon, 
whose spirit walked the chambers and cor- 
ridors, free at last, terrified everybody 
from the housemaids to Lady Anne. Mrs. 
Radcliffe was followed by a succession of 
writers that has been continuous. “Monk” 
Lewis, whom Byron so much admired, the 
great Sir Walter himself; then Bulwer, 
and on down to yesterday. In the final 
Georgian and early Victorian days, the 
world was full of ghost story writers of 
minor genius. ‘Penny-dreadfuls’ were 
produced by scores of titles every year. 

From England, the influence began to 
spread to the Continent, and the old Norse 
folk-tales were written and ingenious 
French romancers undertook the theme. 
It would be difficult to name any writer 
of genius during the past seventy-five years 
who has not produced at least one ghost 
story. The temptation was irresistible, 
perhaps, in the final resolve, for the very 
reason that Professor Hyslop gives. It is 
quite in order to note in this connection 
that the first American novel, Charles 
Brockden Brown’s “Wieland,” has a 
motive akin to that of the ghost in fiction. 
White ghosts are no longer firmly believed 
in except by a scant and dwindling few, 
but the query as to their reality persists in 
the breasts of millions and probably always 
will, and this, in connection with the 
equally persistent unquenchable interest in 
the unknown, will keep the ghost story 
alive as long as human intelligence per- 
sists. 

The demand for the givenk story in any, 
form is steady and active, all booksellers re- 
port, and there are no signs of a diminish- 
ing of interest. A good ghost novel or a 
book of short stories stands an almost equal 
chance with a big detective story or a sen- 
sational novel on the sex problem. ‘The 
ghost simply will not down! I walked into 
one of the largest branch libraries in New 
York the other day and called for ghost 
stories. There were twenty-two titles 
under that heading, all contemporary 
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works, and all but two volumes were not 
available. “You see how popular they 
are,” remarked the young lady, “nearly 
everything is out.” 

One of the cleverest writers of mystery 
stories in America is Arthur B. Reeve, who 
has created in Craig Kennedy a “master 
mind” only second to Sherlock Holmes 
himself. He discourses thus of the ghost 
story in which he naturally feels an ab- 
sorbing interest. “What is the fascination 
we feel for the mystery or the ghost story?” 
Of the latter fascination the late Paul 
Armstrong used to say it exists because we 
are all as full of crime as Sing Sing—only 
we don’t dare. Thus, are we not fasci- 
nated by the ghost because no matter what 
may be the scientific or sceptical bent of 
our minds in our inmost souls, secretly per- 
haps, we are full of superstition—only we 
don’t let it loose. Man is incurably fas- 
cinated by the mysterious. If all the ghost 
stories of the ages were blotted out, man 
would invent new ones.” 

The ghost story is not born of science 
nor even of super-science, whatever that 
may be. It is not of science at all. It is 
of another sphere, despite all that psychic 
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researches have tried to demonstrate. There 
are in life two sorts of people, whom, for 
want of better classification, I may call the 
psychic and the non-psychic. If I ask 
the psychic to close his eyes and IJ say to 
him “horse,” he immediately visualizes a 
horse. The other, non-psychic, does not. 
I rather incline to believe that it is the 
former class who see ghosts, or rather, some 
of them. The latter do not, tho they share 
the interest in them. Again Mr. Reeve 
remarks, and I quote from his foreword to 
my own book, “The Best Ghost Stories in 
the Modern Library,” “The detective’s 
case is solved at the end. But even at the 
end of a ghost story the underlying mys- 
tery remains. In the ghost story we have 
the very quintessence of mystery.” 

Of the mystery story, I have ventured 
to make four classifications in ‘“Master- 
pieces of Mystery” (Doubleday, Page & 
Ce.): The detective or crime story, the 
ghost story, the riddle story, the “mystic” 
story, in which the interest springs from 
sore supernatural motive other than the 
ghost. I have stated these in the order of 
their general importance as dedicated in 
the popular demand today. 


Authors and Publishers 


VI 
The Literary Agent: His Claims and Status 


EW activities are easier to ridicule 
and to denigrate than that of the 

. literary agent, and this opportunity 
for facile criticism has abundantly been 
taken. Much of what has been said, how- 
ever, seems to be the outcome rather of 
prejudice than of reason. In common with 
most other folk, the literary agent has both 
his good qualities and defects, but his func- 
tion remains a genuine one, for all that 
it is often abused and for all that its basis 
is a blend of logic and of fallacy. 

The literary agent came into existence 
during the eighties of last century. His 
purpose was to act as intermediary between 
authors and publishers; to dispose as prof- 
itably as possible of the products of author- 
ship; and to put at the service of writing 
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folk (most of whom live out of the world 
of literary commerce) a knowledge of the 
requirements of various editors and pub- 
lishers and an experience in their handling. 

There could surely be no origin more 
justifiable and logical? It is the principle 
of the Labor Exchange applied to litera- 
ture, with the added advantage that no 
Authors’ Union will interpose a veto on 
the drafting of written work from one area 
to another. 


But as in course of time the conception 
of literary agency became accepted, and 
as the position of the literary agent grew 
to permanency, the idea behind him dev- 
veloped dangerously. Gradually he spread 
over the surface of the literary world the 
fine net of his activities. Then was it 
that wrath began.

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With the actual relations of agent and 
publisher and agent and author we shall 
not at this juncture deal. These, and their 
benefits (or otherwise) to the parties con- 
cerned, will be treated in a later article. 
Our present purpose is to consider the ethi- 
cal status of the agent, to examine his 
claims and to decide as fairly as possible 
which of these claims are justified and 
which may hardly be allowed. 

The agent’s claim is two-fold. He ar- 
gues in the first place that the disposal of 
ideas is a specialized activity, requiring a 
knowledge that no individual writer ought 
to spare the time to acquire; that the lit- 
erary mind should be left free to produce 
literary work, and will find it both of 
spiritual and material advantage to leave 
the technical exploitation of his work to 
someone trained to the task. 


The Agent’s Place in the Book World 


To this claim no reasonable being can 
make objection. Nowadays the complexity 
of marketing an author’s work is very 
great. There are so many bye-products to 
be extracted from the one commodity, so 
many territories from which, with knowl- 
edge and care, profits may be drawn, that 
only very few authors have the energy or 
capacity to grapple with the problem as 
well as with that of their actual writing 
work. Hence the need for an expert who 
will relieve them of the burden; hence the 
agent, fulfilling that need. 

The second claim of the literary agent 
is that he protects the writing lamb from 
the editorial, publishing and managerial 
wolf. In essence he maintains that the 
guileless can never be a match for the 
wily and unscrupulous publisher; that to 
catch a thief, only another thief is com- 
petent. 

There is an engaging candor about this 
argument, and no one can deny that the 
presence of an agent in negotiations be- 
tween author and publisher would in the 
past have benefited many authors, and con- 
trolled the rapacity of many publishers. 
But unfortunately, now that -the author’s 
blade is tempered and his shield beaten 
and burnished, the battle for which he is 
equipped has largely died away. The 
agent, in offering himself now as a protec- 
tion against publishers’ vileness, is a little 
like the umbrella that was lost during the 
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rainy season and only turned up when the 
sun was shining. There is no solution but 
to use a parasol. But an umbrella depu- 
tizing for a parasol, is heavy in the hand 
and looks lugubriously, and it is arguable 
that the agent, in his protective capacity, 
tends to be too emphatic for the crises he 
pretends to meet. 

Wherefore we are not terribly impressed 
by the agent as a champion of virtue, sus- 
pecting that in his determination to see 
sinister intention where there is only ami- 
able stupidity, he may well do authors as 
much harm as good, and irritate publishers 
unnecessarily, who as a class are harmless 
beings, if a little dull of understanding. 

But we will not exaggerate what is per- 
haps a minor element in agency. It is more 
just to concentrate on the undoubted prac- 
tical service done by agents, and not only 
to authors but to publishers as well. 

It is a mistake to regard the agent as 
a man whose expertize can benefit an au- 
thor only. He is as frequently of great 
assistance to editors and publishers. But 
his helpfulness to all parties is proportional 
to his practical efficiency. It is part of 
his activity as a literary exchange and mart. 
It has no bearing on his righteousness, nor 
shows him in the light of guardian of 
literary morals. 

Judged, then, as a technical proficient 
and not at all as dew from heaven, what 
is the agent’s position in the world of 
book-makers? 


A Minimum of Risk 


Frankly, it is a difficult one, and’ we 
cannot but admire the patience with which 
he sustains it. In comparison with that 
of persons trading with him, the spiritual 
basis of the agent’s activity has one funda- 
mental weakness—a weakness of which he 
must be conscious, thanks to which (how- 
ever gaily it may point the way to easy 
money) he knows himself for ever at a 
moral disadvantage. 

Of all the parties concerned in the trade 
of book production, he alone takes virtu- 
ally no risk. 

The author writes his book, and risks 
the product of his brain, to which alone 
he can look for livelihood. The publisher, 
having accepted the book, risks his money 
in its manufacture and its advertising. 
The printer and binder, having consented 
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to print and bind it, do their work and 
risk the payment by the publisher. The 
bookseller, buying copies for his shop, risks 
their sale. But the Literary Agent, seek- 
ing A’s money for a commodity produced 
by B, risks nor wealth nor lasting labor 
of his own, yet is inevitably paid for what- 
soever is achieved—and not achieved by 
himself alone or even mainly, but by the 
author, the publisher and the bookseller. 

Observe, if you please, that in speaking 
of “risks” no account has been taken of 
what are called ‘overhead expenses.” The 
author’s “overhead” is his daily cost of 
living; the publisher’s consists of his office 
rent and wages bill, his reading fees, his 
light and heat, and so forth. This re- 
minder is necessary, because literary agents 
are apt to refer feelingly to the running 
expenses of their business (especially in 
connection with manuscripts that they do 
not contrive to “place”), as tho these could 
rank as risks. “These expenses are merely 
“overhead expenses,’ and as such are com- 
mon to every individual and corporation 
working to live. There is no merit to 
be claimed from carrying “overhead,” altho 
one might be tempted to think otherwise 
when reading this pronouncement from a 
well-known literary agent :— 

“We cannot afford to give rather ex- 
pensive time to unprofitable authors who 
have not a future.” 

Surely here is a certain naiveté? It is 
as tho a circular went forth:—‘‘Messrs. 
So and So, the well-known literary agents, 
have valuable time and trouble for sale. 
They reserve the right to allot these pre- 
cious commodities to the persons who in 
their judgment will ultimately pay the high- 
est price for them.” 

Commerce made easy. The publisher, 
whose time and trouble—tho of course less 
valuable than those of Messrs. So and 
So—are none the less important assets, is 
expected not only to devote them to the 
author’s service but to pay for the privilege 
of doing so. He is perfectly prepared 
for such an arrangement. He has been 
brought up to expect it. But he cannot 
help comparing his problem to that of 
Messrs. So and So, and wondering a little 
hazily whether any other job so danger- 
proof as that of a Literary Agent can 
possibly exist.

ers who have visited the new Kor- 
ner & Wood store in Cleveland have been 
delighted with the interesting shelf signs, 
which immediately catch the eye on enter- 
ing the shop. The store is long and nar- 
row, and the shelves along the side contain 
classified stock with neat labels to guide 
people to the proper section. To mark the 
divisions in a rather picturesque and strik- 
ing way, Mr. Korner planned hanging 
signs which come out from the top shelf, 
and for each one an artist has drawn a 
design indicating the type of the book there 
to be found.

COOKBOOK SECTION 
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Book Rates by Express 


HE American Railway Express has 
a special book rate of 8c. a pound 
with a 15c. minimum. ‘This is a 
long established rate but of increased im- 
portance now that mail rates are up. The 
agents of the Express are sometimes care- 
less in collecting on such packages (tho al- 
ways willing to refund) and_ booksellers 
must see that their receiving departments 
are constantly on the alert against over- 
charge.

High Spots of the Convention 


HE A. B. A. now has a New York 

office, Room 344, in the Metropoli- 

tan Tower, 1 Madison Avenue. This 
will be the permanent address of the 
Executive Secretary. 

Basil Blackwell of Oxford gave a per- 
fectly corking talk. Among other things 
he said ‘Publishers and booksellers are 
going to put out a small sum of money; 
authors are going to work for us free. We 
are hoping to publish in the general press, 
not the literary press, articles by authors, 
the motto of which will be, of course, to 
read books.” 

The A. B. A., too, hopes to reach the 
general press, in fact, wants to reach every 
newspaper in this country. 

We also hope to reach the public thru 
other channels, the radio for example. We 
are not, however, going to ask the publish- 
_ ers or the booksellers to “put out a little 
money” but to “put iz a little time.”” From 
time to time we intend to send news stories 
to the larger papers and will enclose them 
to members so they may be sent around to 
local editors. If the stories are “right” 
and there are not too many they will be 
used. With a radio campaign on which 
we are working and the publicity which 
we will get from ideas such as the Tele- 
graphic Delivery Plan we may expect to 
reach a large portion of the public effect- 
ively with stories that are ‘‘news.” In ad- 
dition we will cooperate with the Publish- 
ers’ Association and it’ will cooperate 
with us and all that is necessary to make 
our plans successful is the cooperation of 
the booksellers not only with the Associa- 
tion, but with one another. — 

Speaking of advertising, we cannot too 
strongly recommend the reading of “Sell- 
ing Books Thru Advertising,” the. talk 
given at the convention by Joseph Mills, 
Director of Publicity for J. L. Hudson 
Company, Detroit. It was printed in the 
Publishers Weekly last week. Particular 


attention should be paid to the part deal- 
ing with mass and class appeal, and direct 
mail solicitation in selling books. Mr. 
Mills knows his subject thoroly. See 
how many of his ideas can be put into 
practice. 

The Year Round Bookselling News has 
carried a great number of suggestions as to 
how booksellers can “tie up” with the 
women’s clubs. The talk given at the con- 
vention by Mrs. L. A. Miller of Colorado 
Springs, chairman of the Committee on 
Literature of the General Federation for 
Women’s Clubs, shows that the heads of 
these clubs will be only too happy to work 
with you on this. They consider the book- 
seller a competent authority on reading and 
will not feel that you are forward if you 
offer your help. Cooperation with these 
clubs will sell books. 

In order to sell more books we must 
make a consistent effort. Everything we 
do must have a bearing on everything else. 
It is not good planning to advertise fiction 
in the newspapers, to have a window dis- 
play of travel books and to have our sales 
forces primed to talk on biography. Good 
advertising is only good when the same 
story is brought home in several ways so 
that it cannot be forgotten. Alfred La 
Belle of Detroit gave some mighty fine sug- 
gestions in his talk on “Merchandising 
Thru the Bookshop Window.” They will 
help make your sales effort stronger. 

Esther Gould said at the convention, 
“When I went to the local paper and sug- 
gested a book review to them they were 


delighted. They felt that it was going to 


raise the tone of the paper and give the 
public an editorial feature that it would be 
glad to have.” There is no doubt that the 
public is glad to see a book review column 
in its favorite paper, and it is fine book 
publicity. If there is a paper in your town 
that doesn’t carry such a column why not 
see the editor and tell him you'll do the 
reviewing for him?

Books by Telegraph 


HE program for developing the gen- 

eral interchange of delivery of books 

by telegraph was accepted by the 
Booksellers’ Convention as a good plan for 
increasing the public’s interest in using 
books for gifts. The sale of books for all 
gift purposes will increase as the public 
gets into its mind the idea that books sup- 
ply just the right type of thing that it 
needs for the various occasions connected 
with birthdays, weddings, graduations, 
travel, etc. 

As was pointed out in the discussion at 
the Convention, the immediate result of 
such a program, backed by the publicity 
supplied by the Western Union Company 
itself, may not bring immediate increase in 
the number of books sent, but the habit, 
once started, ought to grow and the per- 
son who sends books in that way will soon 
form a habit of thinking of books as the 
best possible gifts. It is all part of the 
general movement to get people to think 
in terms of books. 


The Case of the Canvasser 


UBLISHERS of books as well as of. 


magazines have a very decided in- 

terest in the case which has been be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the United 
States on the question of the right of a city 
to tax outside manufacturers, merchants, 
publishers and other organizations seeking 
to do business thru local canvassers. The 
actual case was that of the Real Silk Hos- 
iery Mills, Inc., of Indianapolis against the 
City of Portland, and it has been regarded 
by lawyers and business men as a test case 
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of far-reaching importance. The decision 
of the Court, handed down May 25th, has 
been against the city. 


Among the briefs filed in the case were 
those by the Curtis Publishing Company 
and by the Crowell Publishing Company. 
The city of Portland endeavored to cut 
down the canvassers by taxation, and the 
argument against this was based on the 
constitutional right of Congress to fix all 
laws affecting interstate business. “This de- 
cision will nullify similar ordinances in 
nearly 500 cities. 


The propaganda against canvassers has 
been very widely urged by merchants in 
every part of the country, largely by stores 
which have been affected by the sales of 
such merchandise as hosiery, brushes, etc., 
but any law thus passed would similarly 
affect book canvassing. As far as book- 
stores are concerned, there has never been 
any wide serious criticism of the effect of 
canvassing on the general trade. If such 
canvassing contains fraudulent representa- 
tions and includes any methods that will 
tend to lessen people’s confidence in books 
or their interest in collecting them, the 
bookstores will suffer, but it is difficult to 
denounce a selling method because of bad 
practice by some of its users. In the case 
of such works as law books, medical books, 
encyclopaedias, reference sets of all kinds, 
it is probably not true that the same amount 
of business would be done thru local stores 
as can be done thru a canvasser, nor can 
the books be as well presented. One pub- 
lisher of a well-edited reference set for chil- 
dren has pointed out that his canvassers, 
systematically going from house to house 
and preaching the need of better books for 
children in the home, are planting the seed 
of interest in reading that may continue to 
develop the book buying habits of the 
household. Not more than one family in 
twenty will buy the set being canvassed, 
but, in the minds of the other nineteen, 
there has been planted an interest in 
reading. 

Canvassing has its own real function in 
book distribution. Let us not cut off the 
method but raise the standards as the Sub- 
scription Book Publishers’ Association is 
trying to do. There needs to be honest 
representation in the canvass and sound 
firms behind the canvass. 
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Group Action 


HILE thinking in terms of na- 
VW tional promotion of books, the deal- 

ers do well to think, also, in terms 
of local group action, and the strength of 
the whole forward movement of the 
American Booksellers’ Association can be 
greatly augmented if, in each city where 
there are two or more booksellers, these 
groups work concertedly together to in- 
crease the bookselling interest of the com- 
munity. When Mother’s Day was ob- 
served by so many stores the first part of 
May, candy stores in particular, it was not 
the effect of the first window display that 
led people to make the purchase, but the 
repeated effect of one display after an- 
other in the same city, all making the same 
point. The final result of this reiteration 
was that some candy store got an order. 
When there is a plea that booksellers want 
to get over, the repeating of the idea in 
several window displays will have increased 
effect, to the resulting benefit of all, and 
the habit of getting together on such plans 
leads to other helpful relations—exchange 
of stock, exchange of experiences, problems 
of credit, problems of management, store 
employees, etc. One of the best movements 
that could be adopted the next year would 
be a more complete welding together of 
local groups, instinctively ready for group 
action. 


Business Libraries Increase 
ACCORDING to George W. Gray, in 


an article on business libraries in the 
magazine Business, ‘“Today the business li- 
brary may be found in every type of indus- 
try and in many an instance it is a highly 
developed department of the business.’’ 
The business library varies in size and 
scope but whatever the size it is of real 
practical value in business. There are large 
technical libraries, workshops of business 
facts, such as are maintained by Stone & 
Webster in Boston, the Western Electric 
Company in. New York, The Eastman 
Kodak Company in Rochester, and the 
New Jersey Zinc Company in New York. 
In contrast to these technical libraries are 
the reading libraries provided for em- 
ployees. Between these two types are all 
kinds of company libraries, from a general 
library like that of the National Cash 
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Register Company, in Dayton, to special- 
ized libraries like the library of the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Company ir 
New York. 

Some of these business libraries are very 
large, as for example the library of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
which contains more than 50,000 books and 
employs twenty librarians. ‘This library is 
used not only by the employees of the com- 
pany but by the firm’s customers. 

Another form of business library is 
known as the “package” library. This 
type is used by organizations which have 
branches scattered over a large area. 
Two organizations which make use of 
the package library are the Retail Credit 
Company of Atlanta, with branches in 
forty-three cities and the W. T. Grant 
Company of New York which supplies 
books to fifty of its retail stores from 
Maine to Texas. 

The article points out while the business 
library is not yet standardized still no busi- 
ness enterprise is too small to afford a small 
library. There are five ways in which the 
business library will render service: 
1—Operate as a clearing house of all read- 

ing matter of interest to the business. 
2—Furnish a center for reference on infor- 
mation of business value. 
3—Carry on research work to gather 
information on given subjects. 
4—Provide reading matter of educational 
value to employees. 
5—Provide recreational reading for em- 
ployees. 

Since the breaking down of the prejudice 
against an interchange of business ideas the 
business library has developed rapidly. In 
many cases it started from the desk of an 
employee reading periodicals, marking and 
routing them to the various executives and 
departments. Then a few books were 
added until a library was built. A refer- 
ence library naturally specializes on sub- 
jects of direct importance to the business. 
Thus the Western Electric Company’s li- 
brary concentrates upon technical books 
and periodicals relating to the telephone, 
the telegraph, radio, general physics and 
chemistry. 

In building business libraries a field of 
bookselling is offered that has not been 
overly developed and which is growing 
yearly. : 
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Temple. Scott on Rare Book Selling 


Eleventh Lecture of Retail Bookselling Course 


O the members of the course in Re- 

tail Bookselling at the College of the 

City of New York, who had been 
hearing about the intricacies of bookselling, 
it came as somewhat of a surprise to have 
Temple Scott, who delivered the eleventh 
lecture of the course, declare that selling 
new books is simple and but an apprentice- 
ship to selling old and rare books. For the 
former, Mr. Scott said, requires but a cer- 
tain amount of stick-to-it-iveness, whereas 
the latter requires more than a mere 
knowledge of the price of the book and 
what a customer wants. 

It is not wise to start with all rare items. 
Rather, devote a part of your “new book” 
shop to rare but not necessarily valuable 
books. And there are such things. There 
are hundreds of books that are hard to get 
but which no one wants. The value is 
regulated by the demand. “Chance” by 
Conrad is hard to get and it is also greatly 
in demand. Consequently it brings a very 
high price. It does not, however, follow 
that it will always remain at that high 
price. There are several methods of getting 
an idea of the market value of books, the 
two most obvious being to attend auctions 
and to get the best catalogs of the best 
booksellers—catalogs such as those issued 
by Maggs Bros. of London. 

You must understand what it is about 
a book that has put it in demand. It may 
have a definite and important place in the 
history of the literature of its country. 
There are books by Shelley, Hawthorne, 
Emerson and Whitman that could have 
this claim. Possibly the author has had an 
interesting life, as had Byron who made 
impressions on people for many reasons. 
The copy may be a special one such as 
Shelley’s to Leigh Hunt or it may be in 
demand as a first edition or because of 
some uniqueness. You must, whatever it 
may be, discover the reason for its price. 

Honesty of dealing is the prime essence 
of rare book dealing. It is a profession 
wherein a, little knowledge is of more harm 
than none, for you may be honest in selling 
a book for what you believe it to be but 


if your belief is incorrect you may be the 
occasion of many losses not only to your 
customers but to yourself. Hain’s “Reper- 
torium” and W. Copinger’s additional 
three volumes, including the titles omitted 
in the “Repertorium” are indispensable in 
discovering the perfection of books and en- 
abling you to collate them. 

Dealers in old books should know how 
to get books that a customer might want. 
Advertisements in the “Books Wanted” 
columns of the Publishers’ Weekly and 
The Clique (London) are the surest means 
of locating books. Auctions are a means of 
securing certain items, but it is necessary 
in bidding for a book to know your busi- 
ness and the man you are getting the book 
for, to know whether or not he will pay 
more than he specified if the bidding goes 
higher. And of course auctioning is the 
most accurate method of determining the 
value of a book. 

There must be a reference library to 
which the dealer in old and rare books can 
turn—a library of his own, available at 
any hour or minute he wishes to turn to it. 
“The Dictionary of National Biography” 
by Leslie Stephen and Sidney Lee is very 
useful in locating foreign books, especially 
French ones. There is also Brunet’s 
“Manual de. Libraire” in six volumes, 
treating of books most of which are printed 
in France; Lownde’s ‘“Bibliographer’s 
Manual” published about seventy years ago 
in four volumes is easy to get and is inex- 
pensive. The prices quoted are, however, 
worthless to-day. A similarly titled book 
Ricci’s “Bibliographer’s Manual” takes its 
place with these others in regard to use- 
fulness. Purely for the interest they afford, 
the bookseller should read John Hill 
Burton’s “Book Hunter” and Thomas F. 
Dibdin’s “Bibliographical Tour in Eng- 
land,”—‘“In Scotland,” etc. He should 
know the history of the literature of the 
country in which he’s dealing as well as 
something of the literature of other coun- 
tries. For this last, the “Outline of — 
Literature” edited by Drinkwater and pub: 
lished by Putnam is ideal. 
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John Farrar on Book Reviews 


Twelfth Lecture of Retail Bookselling Course 


NE of the most important things for 

a bookseller to know is what is 

being said about books, and John 
Farrar, editor of The Bookman and liter- 
ary advisor to the George H. Doran Co., 
delivered a splendid lecture, the twelfth 
in the College of the City of New York’s 
course in retail bookselling on the subject 
of book reviews. 

“You must know the reviewer you're 
reading,’ said Mr. Farrar. “You will 
soon discover that all criticism is prejudiced 
or it isn’t criticism. Every reviewer that 
was ever worth his salt has been prejudiced. 
The point is to recognize your man’s 
aversions and deal with them accordingly. 
The essential is that the reviews sell 
books.” 

It is well for the bookseller to know 
something about reviewing. I. A. Rich- 
ards’ pretty well balanced “Principles of 
Literary Criticism,” Carl Van Doren’s 
“Contemporary Novel” and “Contem- 
porary American Novelists,’ W. C. 
Brownell’s “Criticism,” Spingarn’s History 
. of Literary Criticism In the Renaissance,” 
Stewart P. Sherman, H. L. Mencken, 
Manley and Rickert’s ‘Contemporary 
American Literature” and “Contemporary 
British Literature,” Bessie Graham’s 
“Bookman’s Manual” in its new edition 
and Louis Untermeyer’s anthologies, all 
these not only supply the information about 
reviewing but represent a fairly complete 
reference library for general use. 

The ideal review for the bookseller is 
the one which will give all the informa- 
tion attainable about current books. The 
New York Times, in spite of the fact that 
it makes many stupid mistakes, is the most 
ably edited book review in the country. 
Popular books are reviewed by persons not 
scornful of them so that you can get the 
sense of a Howard Bell Wright book or an 
autobiography by Sherwood Anderson and 
at the same time be able to tell to whom 
it will appeal. The scope is wide; it is 
very seldom you cannot find the book you 
want, yet the bookseller should not read 
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the Times alone. He should read with it 
the Saturday Review of Literature, the 
Herald-Tribune’s Books or some other re- 
view. The Literary Review of the New 
York Evening Post is an able combination 
of brightness and authority. Books, the 
literary section of the Herald-Tribune is 
well done; Dr. Sherman’s article is always 
interesting, but the choice of books is bad. 
The Saturday Review of: Literature, ed- 


_ited by Dr. Canby, tries to get the best man 


for the book and having resort to academic 
authorities many of the reviews are done 
by professors. ‘Most professors can’t 
write,” said Mr. Farrar. “They can’t do 
a lead, try as they may.” ‘The Saturday 
Review in spite of Chistopher Ward’s fre- 
quent columns, lacks a sense of humor and 
consequently misses on light fiction. Only 
two papers, worthy of mention, remain: 
The New York Sun, on which Hill does 
some clever work, and the Publishers’ 
W eekly. 

Besides the literary reviews and book 
sections there are the columnists. ‘There 
was a time when Heywood Broun’s reviews 
had a definite reaction in sales. Witness 
“Moon-Calf.” There is no doubt he did 
much to put that over. Laurence Stallings 
was once very persuasive but developed a 
habit of jumping from one opinion to an- 
other. It is extremely inadvisable to gain 
your own opinion from columns. 

In Chicago there is the Daily News, and 
no matter what you may think of Harry 
Hanson’s section as criticism it is certainly 
good journalism; the Tribune, on which 
Fanny Butcher does good work; and the 
Evening Post, of which Llewellyn Jones 
is the literary editor and which is one of 
the best balanced literary reviews in the 
country. 

Boston has the Herald, with John Clare 
Minot; the Boston Transcript, which does 
good reviewing with sentimental studies of 
authors and which, in spite of its faults, is 
the best literary review in New England; 
and the Christian Science Monitor. 

The Cleveland Plain-Dealer with Ted 
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Robinson, the Detroit Free Press, the 
Brooklyn Eagle and the Cincinnati Times- 
Star all have adequate literary sections, 
but, and Mr. Farrar said he discovered this 
with some surprise, the Southern papers 
are giving the best book pages. 

Of the weeklies Mr. Farrar mentioned 
but the New Republic and the Nation and 
of the monthlies but the American Mer- 
cury. The latter he said does not attempt 
to cover much ground and it is first and 
last Mr. Mencken, and will be treated in 
his characteristic manner, but it is well 
to know what book he’s praising. 
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Of the English papers it’s advisable to 
take the Nation and Athenaeum, the Out- 
look, Sphere, Mercury, Times and M. A. B. 

“As booksellers,” said Mr. Farrar, “I 
beg you to do something about poetry. 
Surely you ought to be able to sell some- 
one beside Edgar Guest. 

“Book reviews don’t sell books, adver- 
tisements don’t, salespeople do. It’s neces- 
sary for you to become enthusiastic and 
obviously you can’t become enthusiastic 
over a book you haven’t read and know 
nothing about. Everybody should read one 
of every popular novelist’s books.

Stevenson’s Novels 


A novel point in copyright law was re- 
cently decided. The question, says The 
Star, arose on a motion by Lloyd Os- 
bourne, step-son of the late Robert Louis 
Stevenson and owner of the copyright in 
his works, to restrain J. M. Dent and 
Sons, Ltd., publishers, from infringing his 
copyright by reproducing two or more of 
such works in single volume form. On the 
expiration of 30 years after the death of 
an author anybody is entitled, under the 
British Copyright Act, to reproduce the 
works published during his lifetime on pay- 
ment of a royalty of 10 per cent on the 
published price. Stevenson died in Decem- 
ber, 1894, so that the 30 years lapsed last 
December, and the only question was 
whether defendants could publish “Treas- 
ure Island” and “Kidnapped” in one vol- 
ume, and so on thruout the list, on pay- 
ment of one royalty. 

The judge said that the Act did not in 
terms prohibit the publication of two or 
more works in one volume, and he was un- 
able to accept plaintiff's contention that it 
did so by implication. 

The motion was therefore refused, with 
costs. 


“Pundit, Publicist, and Jurist” 


A recent luncheon to John Buchan was 
a happy compliment to that many-sided 
editor, novelist, essayist, publisher, and pub- 
_ licist. After winning the Newdigate Prize 
at Oxford, Mr. Buchan wrote his first 
novel, “Sir Quixote,” and then acted for 
two years as Lord Milner’s secretary in 
South Africa.

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Reward Books 


BY an accident one important English 
firm of publishers of Reward books 
was omitted from Mr. Grubb’s article on 
“Books as School Prizes’ printed in a re- 
cent issue. Wells Gardner, Darton & Co. 
started business in 1785 at 55 Gracechurch 
Street, where William Darton and Joseph 
Harvey, Freemen of London (like all their 
descendants as publishers ever since), got 
together and -began business. It will be 
remembered that ‘Thackeray wrote in 

“Vanity Fair’: 

' “Amelia ran on amazed and flurried 
with her riches to Darton’s shop in 
St. Paul’s Churchyard, and there pur- 
chased the “Parents’ Assistant” and 
the “Sandford and Merton” Georgy 
longed for.” 


While Tom Hood, in a friendly epistle to 
Mrs. (Elizabeth) Fry in 1825, said: 
“Of course you buy of Barton, 
Beside the young fry’s bookseller, 
Friend Darton!” 


The following was an interesting letter 
which Darton and Harvey wrote in 1803, 
to the father of Ann and Jane Taylor. 


“RESPECTED FRIEND: 

We have received some pieces of 
poetry from some branches of thy fam- 
ily for the ‘Minor’s Pocket Book,’ and 
we beg that the enclosed trifles may be 
divided among such as are most likely 
to be pleased with them. My prin- 
cipal reason for writing now is to re- 
quest that when any of their harps be 
tuned, they and their muse in good hu- 
mour, if they could give me some 
specimens of easy poetry for young 
children, I would endeavour to make 
a suitable return in cash, or in 
books : .. 

For self and partner, very respect- 
fully, 

Darton & Harvey.” 


This letter produced, among other 
poems, “My Mother” and “Twinkle, 
Twinkle, Little Star,” which Darton & 
Harvey published in 1803 and 1806. One 
hundred years later the same House pub- 
lished a centenary edition, which FE. V. 
Lucas edited.

Selling Dictionaries 


WHEN a customer asks to see a dic- 

tionary an unthinking clerk may rush 
to bring out the $1.00 special, show it, 
wrap it up and feel elated that the sale 
has been completed with such dispatch. 
‘An experienced bookman, will on the other 
hand, give the prospective customer a chair, 
and produce an unabridged. The cus- 
tomer is always impressed, sometimes the 
sale is made. If it is not, a picture of the 
large dictionary is retained in the mind 
of the customer, who will perhaps pur- 
chase it at some later time. The business 
of selling dictionaries has many variations 


which all know. The same principle that 
is applied in selling an unabridged, can be 
applied in selling juveniles, poetry and gen- 
eral standard works. Show the best edi- 
tion first, do not ask the customer at first 
what price he expects to pay. 


Celebrating the Fifteenth 


AN interesting suggestion to booksellers 

of a way to turn an anniversary to 
account is shown by the booklet which 
Stewart Kidd Company of Cincinnati has 
issued to celebrate the fifteenth anniversary 
of beginning its business. 

It was in 1910 that John G. Kidd de- 
cided to leave the road where he had been 
traveling for Doubleday, Page and join 
forces with W. K. Stewart of Indianapolis 
to buy the famous old Robert Clarke Book 
Store, perhaps the best-known book name 
of the Ohio Valley. The business de- 
veloped steadily, and now there are three 
stores, the handsome new front on 19 East 
Fourth Street having taken the place of 
the old shop opposite the Post Office. Be- 
sides this, there is the Terminal Bookshop 
in the Dixie Terminal Building, where 
people come and go from the Kentucky 
suburbs of the city, and also the book de- 
partment in Pogue’s, the fine department 
store of the city. 

The pamphlet places special emphasis on 
the broad character of the book service of 
the store and stresses the fact that the 
shops are “for the entire public.” The 
children’s department has always been a 
very strong feature. The Fourth Street 
store has a rare book department, and 
among its decorations is a notable collect- 
ion of framed autographs and portraits. 
The store keeps a guest book, in which 
are signed the names of dozens of well- 
known people who have visited the shop. 
Window decoration has always been a 
special feature of its business building, and 
many of the displays are reproduced in the 
pamphlet. Since selling out the publishing 
business, Mr. Kidd has been able to devote 
his entire time to retailing. 
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Charting the American Market 


ECRETARY HOOVER made an 

important move when he called a 

group together in Washington and 
reminded them that, while the country had 
made a careful and thoro study of its pro- 
ductive capacity, no thoro statistics were 
available in the field of marketing and 
selling and that statistics in this field were 
“a counterpoise to psychology in business.” 
Manufacturers and advertising mediums 
were quick to see the wisdom of this com- 
ment and have been endeavoring to gather 
further statistics on which to base their 
programs. An extremely interesting effort 
in this direction has just been completed by 
J. W. Hayes of the Research Department 
of the Crowell Publishing Company, at 
the expense of $50,000, and an elaborate 
study of national markets’ as related to 
national advertising has been issued. In 
a book of some 250 pages the publishers 
of the great chain of magazines give the 
story of a careful study of the markets of 
the country and their value, and of the 
characteristics of the campaigns that have 
been carried on by national advertisers in 
national mediums to reach these markets. 

In order to study the country as a mar- 
ket, it has been taken up by county, that 
being a trading area which can be more 
accurately studied than state or city. Every 
county has been tested for three things: 
its purchasing power, its standard of living 
and its accessibility for trading. These 
different factors are then lumped into a 
common index figure and the counties 
rated into “Best County,” “Good County,” 
“Fair County” and “Poor County.” 

The resultant map is printed in four 
colors, both for the country as a whole and 
separate states in detail. This map _indi- 
cates to those who interpret it from the 
publishing point of view how largely trade 
in books follows the common trend of. in- 
come and high standards of living. 

The broad belt of “Best Counties” on 
this map runs quite solidly from New Eng- 
land thru Iowa; almost solidly from San 
Francisco to the south of California; around 
Puget Sound, showing up well in Central 
Kansas, Central Oklahoma, Central Texas. 





In the old southern states, the “best’”’ terri- 
tory is in North and South Carolina, and 
the purple patches cover the large cities 
in Colorado, Utah, West Virginia, Ne- 
braska, etc. 

What the book publisher should think 
over in studying such a map is how he can 
find increased distribution in what are 
called the “Good Counties,” next in rank 
to the purple patches. ‘These red areas 
cover half of Indiana, Northern Miss- 
ouri, half of Kansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
good sized areas in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Northern Alabama, ‘Tennessee, 
Texas, Colorado and Oregon. It would 
be stimulating to the imagination of any 
sales manager to check such a survey by 
his own experience and to study by what 
means of individual or cooperative effort 
book distribution could be increased in 
these directions. 

In another section of the Crowell survey 
are statistics of interest for a different 
reason under the heading of ‘National 
Advertising Expenditures.” The campaigns 
of hundreds of different advertising con- 
cerns in 31 different magazines and over 
a period of seven years have been studied. 
These magazines include 25 monthlies and 
6 weeklies, and are such mediums as are 
ordinarily considered the most important 
national mediums. 

In this study there are statistics of 34 
book advertising accounts, which, in the 
year of 1924, spent in total $567,000. Of 
this amount $51,000 was in a group of 
women’s magazines, $352,000 in the 
monthlies, $164,000 in the weeklies. The 
columns show that the use of space in 
monthly magazines is principally by direct 
selling campaigns, the larger ones. being 
those of Nelson Doubleday, who is credited 
with $102,000 worth of expenditure in 34 
magazines in 1924, $195,000 the year be- 
fore and $150,000 in 1922, the crest figure 
presumably including the “Etiquette” cam- 
paign. Other large figures for 1924 are 
“The Encyclopaedia Britannica,” $75,000; 
P. F. Collier. with his “Five Foot Book- 
shelf,” $55,000; Robert K. Haas; Inc., for 
the Little Leather Library, $34,000; G. & 
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C. Merriam with their dictionaries, 
$31,000; Haldeman-Julius Company, $15,- 
ooo. 

If a thoro study should be made of the 
real promotion campaigns of book publish- 
ers, the study would have to include the 
special book mediums which, of course, 
are not in this list, except such magazines 
as The Quality Group. While this elab- 
orate survey has only certain aspects of 
importance to bookselling, the fact that 
such detailed study is being given to the 
problem of the market indicates that ad- 
vertising is going to be based, in the future, 
on even more accurate statistics than in 
the past. 


A Study of Title-Pages 
from the Fifty Books of 1925 


‘THE brochure that has been issued this, 


year in connection with the exhibit of 
the Fifty Books of 1925 selected for their 
quality of book-making by the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts will be particu- 
larly valuable to students of printing be- 
cause of the illustrative matter contained. 
Each one of the title-pages of the fifty 
books has been photographed and printed 
in miniature, so that the best current tech- 
nique in title-page design is here available 
for careful study. Besides this, each book 
is carefully described as to size, paper se- 
lected for use, the type used and the meth- 
ods of its setting, and numerous details 
that will be continuously valuable for 
those who. are interested in good book- 
making or who want to collect material on 
the history of good book-making in this 
country. Copies of the catalog can be had 
from the American Institute of Graphic 
Arts at 65 East 56th Street. 


The printing of so admirable a brochure 
has been made possible by the assistance 
of the Mergenthaler Linotype Company, 
which has set the text in Benedictine Book, 
of the Powers Reproduction Corporation, 
which has made the line engravings of the 
title-pages, Douglas C. McMurtrie, Inc., 
who did the presswork and binding, and of 
the Reading Paper Mills, Reading, Pa., 
for the paper used. The arrangement of 
the catalog was done by David Silve and 
Wiliam C. McGee. 
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Local Book Reviewing 


T has often been asked whether the 

bookseller had any special responsi- 

bility for the character of the book 
news in the local press, particularly so in 
cities where there would not naturally be 
a special supplement on book information. 
If the newspaper in a city of 100,000 looks 
on any mention of books as a thing only 
made possible by a liberal amount of book 
advertising, there will probably never be 
much book news in the paper, as publishers 
find it difficult to extend their display space 
to every corner of the country’ and keep 
within a reasonable margin; but books 
usually prove to be news of real interest 
in the paper, and editors are usually book- 
ish persons. 
“Why can’t the bookseller be the one to 
suggest in a friendly way that good mate- 
rial about books can be had if the machinery 
is got under way? Such a suggestion was 
made a while ago by B. W. Huebsch in 
the American News Trade Journal. “Liter- 
ary news,” he said, “can be had for the 
asking. Every publisher sends advance 
news and gossip to the papers, and from 
such sheets the newspaper man can fill a 
column with what would seem to the 
reader to be fresh material. 


“The bookseller could help arrange to 
have books reviewed and: let the editor 
draft into service prominent citizens to do 
signed articles. Such a scheme would build 
circulation, especially if the book and the 
reviewer were announced in advance. The 
reviewer would be proud of his new role. 
In enlisting the interest of the editor, the 
bookseller should emphasize the fact that 
books are no longer luxuries for the few 
but necessities of the many. The public 
library is the best evidence of that. He 
should make the editor realize the educa- 
tional potentialities of participation in the 
world of books and impress upon him the 
fact that it will inspire new respect for 
journalism and give the editor a new lease 
on his own self-respect!” 

Esther Gould made an interesting speech 
to the recent Booksellers’ Convention on 
local book reviewing. She decided that to 
review books for the local suburban papers. 
was the most valuable thing that she could 
do in the way of publicity for her shop. —

International Canvass Completed 


BOUT two hundred years after Guten- 

berg’s death, book collectors began to 
realize that the works printed in the fif- 
teenth century formed’ in themselves a 
special division for study. Since then 
many eminent librarians as well as many 
collectors have directed close attention to 
incunabula, but as comparatively few ex- 
amples have survived of the 38,000 sepa- 
rate items-which are known to have been 
issued, and they are scattered in various 
libraries, the results of the investigations 
have been, until recent years, limited and 
incomplete. 

In the first quarter of the nineteenth 
century Hain published the first real at- 
tempt at a bibliography of the incunabula 
in his “Repertorium Bibliographicum.” 
But this work was never completed, and so 
many works supplementary to it have been 
published that at the present time one is 
compelled to consult quite a small library 
of bibliographical works and monographs. 

Since the fourth volume of Hain’s 
“Repertorium” was published in 1838 (the 
whole work contained descriptions of 
16,299 different editions of books printed 
in the fifteenth century) enormous strides 
have been made, not only in registering 
additions to the Repertorium (the grand 
total of works is now nearly 38,000), but 
in describing them in a strictly scientific 
manner. By means of Proctor’s and 
Haebler’s type-systems many works from 
anonymous presses have been definitely as- 
signed to printers and others dated approxi- 
mately. 

The revived interest in incunabula, 
which became so marked in the last decade 
of the nineteenth century, caused an 
urgent demand for a complete Bibliog- 
raphy of Incunabula, edited in accordance 
with the latest methods of bibliographical 
science.’ Recognizing this demand, the 
Prussian Board of Education appointed in 
Noyember, 1904, a2 Commission for the 
preparation of a Complete Catalogue of 
Incunabula, under the presidency of. that 
learned bibliographer, Dr. Conrad Haeb- 


bler. With the assistance of scholars in 
North and South Germany, a complete list 
of all the items existing in the German Em- 
pire was accomplished by the end of 1911, 
and the Commission then proceeded to in- 
vestigate, with the assistance of local biblio- 
graphical societies and scholars, the contents 
of the libraries in other parts of Europe 
and in America. It is hoped that this help, 
so ungrudgingly given, will enable the pres- 
ent editor, Professor Erich von Rath, to 
produce a work of ideal completeness. 

The descriptions of the various works in- 
clude an examination of the initial letters, 
ornamental borders, woodcuts and printers’ 
marks. Historical notes regarding the au- 
thors and commentators, the writers of 
complimentary verses to authors, etc., etc., 
will be given so far as possible. The pres- 
ent location of every copy of all works of 
which only ten copies are known to survive, 
is given; while of other items which are 
less rare the locations of a few representa- 
tive copies are specified. 

In March, 1920, it was computed that 
37,039 descriptions of separate works had 
been collected and arranged under the 
names of authors in alphabetical order. It 
is estimated that this vast material will 
form ten printed volumes, one of. which 
will be issued annually. 

Two concluding volumes (Vols. XI and 
XII) will consist of a series of most im- 
portant special indexes, viz: Index of 
Titles; Index of Printers, arranged under 
towns ; Index of Publishers; Subject Index; 
Index of Initia; Second Index of Initia, 
giving the opening line of signature 4 in 
each work; Tables comparing the numera- 
tion with those of Hain, Proctor, and other 
bibliographers ; Index of Owners. 

The first volume will be published by 
Bernard Quaritch in the Spring of 1925, 
and will contain 3645 titles on about 400 
pages, 4to. (12 ins. by 9% ins.), double 
columns, on paper free from wood pulp. 
The subscription price of each volume, 
bound in buckram, is £2:10:0 which 
will be raised on the publication of each 
volume to £3: 7:6 per volume.

A Good Joke Goes Stale

As the Publishers Weekly still remains 
the only magazine of which I never miss 
an issue (except now, of course, the Satur- 
day Review of Literature), it grieves me 
to see you reprinting so ancient a kernel 
as the story about the book clerk who was 
asked for a volume about monks which 
proved to be “Tarzan of the Apes.”

LOUIE WILLIAM ADAMS 


Lovie Wiriiam ApAMs, more than 
forty years identified with Lothrop, died at 
Roslindale, Boston, May 16th. 

He was born in 1865, and began with 
D. Lothrop & Co. in 1881. 
became buyer for the book department of 
B. F. Larrabee & Co., Boston, but when 
this firm went out of business two years 
later he returned to Lothrop’s as a travel- 
ing salesman. In 1904 when Lee & Shep- 
ard purchased the business and incorpo- 
rated the two houses as Lothrop, Lee & 
Shepard Co., Mr. Adams remained, tak- 
ing the western part of the country. For 
seventeen years he covered all the larger 
cities from Chicago westward, and with 
his additional New England work and his 
previous experience he literally became 
known from Portland, Maine to Portland, 
Oregon. 

Upon the death of John E. Lander in 
1922 Mr. Adams took the eastern cities. 
This gave him more time in the office, 
where he was valuable in planning adver- 
tising and in other ways. The fact that 
he could be more at home was fortunate, 
as an organic disease had for several years 


In 1885 he, 
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a daughter, Mrs. H. L. Gile. His only 
son, Irving W. Adams, was the first Bos- 
ton boy to be killed in action in the World 
War, and this sad blow, tho patriotically 
and manfully borne, was undoubtedly a 
contributing cause of broken health. 

Mr. Adams was an honest, home-loving 
man who never lost the old-fashioned 
virtues of thrift and uprightness. His de- 
votion to his duties continued to the last, 
as he was at his desk, in which a half-read 
book manuscript was found, only the 
fourth day before his death. To his coun- 
try, his family, his employers, and his 
friends, he gave all that he had.

This is a two volume collection of 
naval data containing the records and ex- 
ploits of over 300 state and privateer ves- 
sels of Connecticut, officially commissioned 
by Governor Trumbull and employed 
against Great Britain during the struggle 
for Independence. The author has found 
his material in old Connecticut maritime 
and admiralty court records and other 
sources. His work contains fifty rare illus- 
trations. 


THE library of the University of Chi- 

cago has obtained a photostatic copy of 
one of the most famous manuscripts of 
Chaucer’s “Canterbury Tales,” the Holk- 
ham manuscript, owned by the Earl of 
Leicester.

With the completion of this collection the 
university will have exact copies of all the 
manuscripts of the “Canterbury Tales” 
known to be in existence. 


DOUGLAS C. McMURTRIE of this 

city has issued a facsimile of Plantin’s 
“Index Characterum” of 1567, to which 
he has written an introduction. The edi- 
tion is limited to 300 copies, privately 
printed. The original was a quarto book- 
let of sixteen leaves, in two issues, one con- 
taining forty-one and the other forty-two 
types, only a single copy of each being 
known, happily preserved in the Plantin- 
Moretus Museum at Antwerp. This “In- 
dex” being one of the earliest printer’s 


specimens ever published is an excellent — 
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representation of the work of the leading 
punch cutters of the sixteenth century, as 
Mr. McMutrtrie says, and his illuminating 
introduction makes it of particular value to 
all who are interested in type design and 
the improvement of the typographical art. 


4 ee historical library of the late Edwin 
O. Wood of Flint, Michigan, consist- 
ing of standard books on early exploration, 
travel and adventure, the North American 
Indians, local history, maps, with especial 
reference to the Northwest, sold in a single 
session at the Anderson Galleries May 12, 
including 337 lots brought $3,598.75.
